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Most of the residents who spoke at Tuesday 
evening’s City Council meeting supported Resolu¬ 
tion No.94-74, amending the water assessment 
and proposing a final solution to the high water 
bills. 

City Administrator Sean Joyce explained the 
establishment of a lump assessment of $10.50 per 
unit of water consumed. He told the council that 
he had chosen to average a billing cycle of the 
April 1 or May 1 bills, depending on whether the 
cutomer lives east or west of Baldwin Ave. Cus¬ 
tomers will be billed prior to Oct. 31, 1994, and 
they must make a minimum payment of 50 per 
cent of the invoice amount on or before May 31. 
1995, Joyce said. 

The remaining balance would be due on or 
before May 31, 1996. Of course, exemptions 
would be given to residents who meet the HUD

Joyce explained that this assessment would 
net the city $1,200,444. Because the city has 
already credited $59,363 to the $1,395,000 recov¬ 
ery target from the high sales this summer (it was 
an exceptionally hot summer), the sale of water to 
Arcadia will round out the balance to $375. 


To reiterate, Joyce showed the repayment as 
follows: the recovery target stands at $1,393,000. 
Tlie assessment revenue will equal $1,200,000. 
Add to that the higher-than-normal water sales 
from residents at $59,363, and also add $135,000 
in Arcadia water sales, and the remaining balance 
IS $375.

He said that if this "hybrid" proposal were 
adopted, 67 percent of Sierra Madre’s water 
customers would pay less than the original $338 
lump sum proposed earlier.

I think we all agree that the trees of 
Sierra Madre are one of our most valuable 
assets, and we are all basically aware of 
the benefits they provider Walking along^ 
our city streets is particularly pleasurable 
because of our shaded, tree-lined streets, 
yet these same trees that bring so much 
beauty into our lives can also bring haz¬ 
ards and interruptions. 

Cities across America are finding 
themselves faced with the necessity of 
discovering new ways to accommodate the 
urban forests left by our predecessors. 
Many of our public street trees were 
planted before the days of curbs, gutters, 
high voltage power lines, TV and tele¬ 
phone cables, sewers, and other utilities 
that we now find so vital to modern liv¬ 
ing. Many times, trees were planted with 
little regard to their ultimate size, and 
without the realization of what the cost of 
maintaining these trees might be in the 
future. 

There are many simple remedies to 
our city’s tree problems, such as planting 
only trees with non-invasive root systems 
for narrow parkways with sidewalks, 
planting only trees with lower growth 
habits on one side of the street with high 
power transmission lines above, and in¬ 
cluding root barriers for the larger trees to 
protect our curbs and sidewalks. 

The Tree Preservation Commission 
is working toward devising solutions to 
the present problems and past mistakes 
associated with our public trees, so that 
generations to come can enjoy what so 
many take for granted. We would like to 
lay the groundwork for the good care and 
preservation of what we have, and im¬ 
prove and enhance it for many years to 
come. 

The Commission needs your help. 
The best way to accomplish these goals is 
to find out what we have. An inventory of 
the city’s public trees, our trees, is cur¬ 
rently being conducted. It’s a big job and 
many volunteers are needed. If you are 
out taking a stroll on our beautiful tree- 
lined streets, why not take some time to 
count them? They’re counting on you.

the drive shaft by a system of bands, some¬ 
times called "planetary." No heater or air 
conditioner, not even side curtains on the 
earliest models. There were no four-wheel 
brakes and the tires and inner tube were thin 
and flimsy. Still, it was transportation for 
anyone who had the price. There were no 
garages, no filling stations, the village black¬ 
smith being the first one to be called on when 
repairs were needed. 

There were two hazards involved in 
owning a Model T. One was cranking the 
engine, there being no selfstarter. Sometimes 
the motor backfired if the spark and gas levers 
had not been set correctly, and a dislocated 
elbow or wrist was not unknown. The other 
hazard was a flat tire, and they were frequent, 
as the dirt roads were home to numerous 
horseshoe nails, left there by generations of 
equines who had cHp-clopped down the years. 
The wheel had to be jacked up and the skimpy 
tire removed with the help of two flat, bev¬ 
eled iron stnqis, known as "hambones." 
Skinned knuckles and an assortment of cuss 
words always went with tire trouble. All cars

My acquaintance with "Tin Lizzie" 
began when I was about 10 years old. At that 
time, 1911, it looked as if Henry Ford’s vow 
to put everyone on wheels and at a price they 
could afford was about to come true. Cars 
were rattling off the assembly lines like com 
jumping from a cornpopper, and one early 
model was priced at $295, f.o.b. Detroit. The 
industrial world was shocked, and the labor 
world would be shocked later when he estab¬ 
lished the daily wage of $5. One of our neigh¬ 
bors bought a touring car, an open model 
seating five people. He took all the kids in the 
area for a ride and I was one of them. We 
went north on 16th Street, leaving a cloud of 
powdery dust in our wake. At the most, we 
were doing 20 miles per hour, but it seemed 
like flying. 

Henry Ford believed in simplicity, and 
his car was simple in the extreme. There was 
no water pump, no oil or fuel pump. There 
was no windshield wiper on the large, square 
"windscreen." No gas gauge on the dash¬ 
board, only a primitive type of speedometer. 
There was no stick shift and automatic shifts 
were in the future. Power was transmitted to

Who makes up the water department?

Time again to watch the marvelous 
migration of our feathered friends. 

Californians know well the story of the 
swallows and Capistrano. Maybe they miss St. 
Joseph’s or St. John’s days just a bit occasion- 
^ly, but their punctuality is amazing. 

Some ornithologists believe the record is 
based on the fact that swallows are insectivo¬ 
rous, feeding in flight, and less frequently 
delayed by weather since they fly by day. 

For a couple thousand years, the disap¬ 
pearance of birds in autumn was explained not 
by migration, but by hibernation. Maybe they 
hid in mud or water in winter. Some folks 
even thought birds went to the moon for the 
winter, going so far as to say they took 60 
days to get there. 

Others thought the big birds migrated- 
with little bird varieties on their backs. 

Do climatic conditions only control 
timing of the flights as believed until recently’.^ 

Now students believe length of daylight 
is a factor. Enlargement of reproductive 
organs is another. To know more, ornitholo¬ 
gists study pituitary and thyroid glands, fat 
buildup and food scarcity. There is a lot to 
learn 

The ruby-throated hummingbird, for 
instance, adds 40% to its normal btxly weight 


before taking off on, for instance, a 500 mile 
trip over the Gulf of Mexico. (That’s good 
mileage on a few grams of fat.) 

Proof of a lot of statistics is in banding 
the birds. One of the great students of band- 
i ng, A lle n J: Duvall. Bure a u o f Sport s Fi s her- , 
ies and Wildlife, reports these facts; 

Snow geese, banded in California in 
spring and fall, are recovered frequently in 
western states and Canada. Some snow geese 
bred on Wrangel Island off the Arctic coast of 
Siberia make California-as many as 300,(X)0 
of them flying to North America, most to 
California. 

The pintail duck is really, a world travel¬ 
er. One banded bird flew from Labrador to 
England in 18 days. One left California and 
was checked three months later on Cook 
Island, 4000 miles away in the south Pacific. 

One little blue-winged teal covered the 
3800 miles from Allabash Deta to Lake Mari- 
cabo, Venezuela, in a month. 

Do the migrators do these wondrous 
things Just because they don’t know better? Or 
are they really such "bird brains" after all? 

Or was the poet right when he wrote, 
"He who from zone to zone guides through 
the sky thy certain flight, will in the long way 
that I must tread alone, lead my steps aright."

Dear Dr. Taml, 

I just had a rabbit die from a hair ball impaction. Is there 
any way to prevent this from occurring? 

Trichobezoars or hair ball obstructions are fairly 
common in rabbits, especially those with long hair. If 
during grooming rabbits Ingest enough hair, it will 
clump in the stomach and will not pass normally into 
the small intestine. Eventually the rabbit will stop eating 
and the droppings will become very small and scant. 
Treatment is generally supportive including fluids. Oral 
administration of an enzymatic solution may help break 
down some of the hair enabling it to pass. However, 
some rabbits do require surgery to remove the 
obstruction. In either case some of these rabbits will die 
despite aggressive therapy. The best sway to treat this 
problem is to prevent it from occurring. Daily brushing 
and combing swill help remove sonte of the excess hair. 
Oral substances like petromalt or laxatone are intestinal 
lubricants and will help hair pass through the 
gastrointestinal tract. A high fiber diet is very important 
so provide lots of fresh hay. Some also believe that fresh 
pineapple )ulce may also help since it has a natural 
enzyme in it that may aid in the digestion of hair.
